THE STTCATION IN KENTYCKY. 
Writing at’ a time when the public is 
watching with breathless anxiety the oper- 
ations in progress on the Cumberland, and 
without intelligence as to the iasue of the 
attack on Fert Donelson, a brief sketch of 
the situation and the relation of the fight 
to the campaign in Kentucky wili be of in- 
terest. It is evident that a Federal victory 
on the Cumberland breaks the enemy's 
centre in Western Kentucky and puts an 
end to the rebel cause in that State, the de- 
feat of Marshal and Zeollicoffer having al- 
ready cleared the way for our troops into 
Eastern Tennessee. Referring to the 
map we give in another columa, the 
rebel armies in the southwestern part 
of the State represent two wings, the 
lett resting on and strongly entrenched at 
Columbus, the right occupying Bow- 
ling Green on the east. Their centre 
at Fort Henry and later at Fort Donelson, 
is the:present point of attack, the centre of 


a line one hundred and fifty miles in leagth j 


between the two polatsabove named. The 
map ie imperfect in its representation of 
distances, bat will be a sufficient guide to 
relatiye positions. It will show the facili- 
ties tht rebels have possessed by railroad 


- connections for strengthening their centre 


at Fort Donelson, where, even previous to 
the Tennessee Expedition, it was seen that 
the chief fight must take place, Fort Henry 
never having been deemed tenable even by 
the rebels against any formidable attack, 
its location being on low ground, while at 
Fort Donelson, the enemy oecupy a posi- 
tion elevated above the river and adjacent 
country, giving to the guns of the fort a 
plonging: fire. The Cumberland river is 
quite narrow at that point and affords less 
ailvantage t the gunboats, whose guns 
niust be worked at an elevation, to reach 
the enemy. 

Looking at the map, the reasons will be 
most evident why the rebels will make a 
stout resistance at Fort Donelson, and that 
doubtiess with a larger force than has ever 
been opposed to any of our armies ia the 
West. They have drawn troops from 
Bowling Green, wheace about the first of 
the present month, Buckner moved 15,000 
men, leaving at that time 25,000 in that 
place.

MORTAR BOATS SENT TO FoRT 
DONELSON. 
On Friday last four of the mortarseows, 


each armed with one .buge thirteen-inch | 


mortars and two 82-pound columbiads, 
weretaken in tow by two steamboats bound 
for Fort Donelson and the wars. . But the 
steamers were unable to make the ascent 
in the face of the strong current and high 
head wind, and after struggling with the 
stream, were obliged to return to Cairo. 
One mortar boat was then left behind, and 
three steamers, each taking one scow in tow, 
proceeded slowly up the river—leaving the 
landing on Friday evening. It was hoped 
that they would reach their destination be- 
fore this morning. The addition of these 
mortars to our naval force will be of inval- 
uable service to our army. ‘Wheii ‘those 
monsters begin to hur] iron globes weigh- 
ing 280 pounds each, filled with powder 
and grape, from a distance exceeding two 
miles, upon the heads of the rebels, they 
will be.apt to think that their last day has 
come.

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AN RIVER 
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THE SIEGE OF DONELBON. 
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Firing commenced again at day bresk, and 
continued at intervals all day long. Up to 4 
o’elock BO movement or assault by the iand 
forces had been made. 

Night before last an attempt was made by 
the rebels to take Taylor's battery of light ar- 
tillery, but they were repulsed by two regi- 
mnents, and driven back beyond their entrench- 
ments. Our lose in wounded is considerable, 


Our gunboats arrived yesterday and com- 

menced an attack at 2P.M. The firing was 
very rapid and severe, and lasted an hour aad 
twenty minutes, when our gunbeats fell back. 
The four iron-clad boats went within three 
hundred yards of the fort. All of their river 
guns except six were cither dismounted or si- 
lenced. Ti® first fire from the Louisville dis- 
mounted the rebel 120-pounder. 
The Louisville received fifty-seven shets, 
two of which took effect, one striking the 
starboard side of her deck and passing through 
the length of the boat, killing three men. 
This shot aleo broke her filler rope a short 
distance from the pilot-house. The rope was 
then managed by some of the hands, when a 
shell from the Taylor, whichjlay astern, burst 
over the Louisville, scattering the men at the 
tiller-rope, and so much disabled the steering 
tackle that the boat was compelled to drop 
astern. 

One shot struck the Pittsbargh in the bow 
and steve an immense hole in her, which 
eansed her to draw out of action. The leak, 
however, has been stopped. One shot struck 
the pilot house of the St. Louis, passing 
through it between the pilot's legs without io- 
juring bin. 

All of the beats were more or leas injured, 
bat but the Louisville seriously. There 
were five killed and two wounded ow the Lou- 
isville. The gunbvate will not be in condition 
to renew their attack before to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

In consequence ef the height of the blaffs 
en whieb the rebel fortifications are built, our 
shot eannot have as much effect on them as at 
Fort Henry, therefore it will require a much 
longer time to reduce this fort.
